to be repaid in four equal quarterly 
payments, as a means of relieving 
farmers of financial embarrassment, 
Charles J. Haden, well-known At- 
lantan, who has acquired through 
extensive study an unusual knowl- 
edge of credits as applying to cot- 
ton, outlined a@ plan to the Atlanta 
Association of Credit Men on Tues- 
day night which he believes would 
better enable the south to control 
the price of the world’s cotton. 

“It takes twelve months or more 
to spin the cotton,” he said. “Be- 
tween the time of picking and the 
time of spinning, somebody must 
carry it. The middle men and the 
warehousemen of Liverpool, Ham- 
burg and Havre carry the bulk of 
the supply for European consump- 
tion. Foreign spinners rarely have 
on hand more than a few weeks’ 
supply of raw cotton at any one 
time. The spinners of Lancashire 
order from the Liverpool ware- 
housemen in small quantities. If 
manufacturers of shoes and cloth- 
ing were forced by custom to sell 
their entire year’s product within 
sixty days, borrow working capital 
upon the understanding that the 
products would thus be swiftly 
liquidated,:it is easy to understand 
how the buying public would take 
advantage of the forced sales. Yet, 
this identical thing has been estab- 
lished for raw cotton. 

“There was a time when cotton 
exporters consigned their cotton to 
foreign dealers to sel] for the best 
price they could get in European 
markets, and the exporter did not 
know what his cotton would bring 
until the European consignee made 
his- report and sent his remittance. 
| The plan was the same as now ap- 
plies in large measure to the con- 
signment of products to the com- 
|mission merchant. Such a plan now 
would be deemed cruel, yet we have 
a system barely less humane. The 
|creditors’ whip drives the cotton 
crop , into the market in October 
jand November. 

“If the obligation of the debtors

Canadian Delegate Says 
Crganizations Dealing 
With Finance, Health 
and Transportation 


Hands. 


Geneva, December 8.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Plans proposed 
for the formation of the technical 
organizations of the league of na- 
tions, dealing with finance, health 
and transportation, were sharply 
attacked at today’s session of the 
league’s assembly” by Newton Wes- 
ley. Rowell, former president of the 
Canadian privy council. 

These plans, the minister con- 
tended, tended to take such organi- 
zations out of the hands of the as- 
sembly, which should control them, 
and throw them under the influence 
of Europe through the impossibility 
of the non-European nations send- 
ing their best men to three or four 
conferences annually. 

“Fifty thousand Canadian sol- 
diers under the sod in Europe is 
the price Canada has paid for the 
European statesmanship which 
drenched the continent in blood,” 
Mr. Rowell declared. 

The Canadian ex-minister’s ener- 
gwetic intervention in the debate 
took the assembly by surprise. Most 
of the European delegates gave no 
signs of recovery from their aston- 
ishment as the Canadian delegate 
concluded, but he was warmly ap- 
plauded from al] the other benches. 

Debate on Subject. 

Debate on the subject had been 
opened by Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, of 
Norway. It was based on the report 
of the committee on téchnical or- 
ganizations. Dr. Nansen insisted 
upon the necessity of co-operation in 
these organizations by countries not 
members of the league. He called 
attention to the participation of 
non-members in previous financial 
conferences and other consultations. 
and pointed to the substantial aid 
they had given in the work of re- 
patriating prisoners of war. 

After Mr. Rowel had voiced his

REVISION OF TAX LAWS

50 Per Cent Tax Suggested. 


In the readjustment of surtax-- 
es, Mr. Housion proposes the divi- 
sion of incomes into “saved” or re- 
invested and “spent.” On the for- 
mer class he would limit the high- 
est tax to 20 per cent, while the 
income spent would be subjected to 
a tax ranging as high as 50 per 
cent. Under the plan proposed by 
the secretary, incomes between $5,- 
vv0 and $6,000 would be taxed 2 per 
cent,on the part saved and the same 
on the part spent. The siéne ratio 
with a graduated increase would 
apply to incomes upto $30,000, where 
the maximum of 2U0 per cent on Sav- 
incoe is reached. Fro $30,000 to $40,- 
v00, the rates would be 20. per 
cent on saved ond 25 per cent on 
spent; $40,000 to $50,000, 20 per cent 
and 30 per cent; $50,000 to $75,000, 
20 per cent and 35 per cent; $75,000 
to $40,000 the rates would be 20 per 
cent, and over $100,U00, 20 per cent 
and 60 per cent, or a total of 70 
per cent. 

The present maximum rate is 70 
per cent on incomes of $1,000,000, 
but Mr. Houston declares it has 
“long passed the point of its mini- 
mum productivity,” since it encour- 
ages the investment in tax-exempt 
securities. He says the “only ef- 
fective way to tax the rich is to 
adopt rates that do not force in- 
vestment in tax-exempt securities.” 

The new rates, while not laying 
as high a levy against the great 
incomes, wlll, the secretary expects, 
produce a@ greater return to the gov- 
ernment, since the wealthy class 
will, not find it profitable to invest 
in bonds of states, countries or mu- 
nicipalities which are tax-exempt, 
but pay a lower rate of interest. 


Repeal of Soft Drinks Tax, 


The repeal of the tax on soda 
fountain and other beverages is 
asked, the secretary says, because 
the collection of the tax, the aggre- 
gate of which is small, has present- 
ed an administrative problem of 
magnitude. Added to that, Mr. 
Houston says, there has been con- 
stant and widespread evasion of 
such taxess 

Mr. Houston again urges the ne- 
cessity for rigid economy in gov- 
ernment expenditure, asserting that 
only by conserving the finances 
carefully can the expenditures be 
kept within the $4,000,000,000 an- 
nually, which, he suggests, should 
be the basis for a revenue pro- 
gram. He is hopeful, however, that 
with the “heavy burdens placed by 
the transportation act” out of the 
way, there will be a substantial ex- 
cess shown by government receipts 
over government expenditures. 

An analysis of the government 
expenditures for the last fiscal 
year develops the fact that almost 
one-fifth of the $6,400,000,000 paid 
out was spent in connection with 
federal control and the aranty of 
earnings for the railroads. Only one 
department of the government, the 
war department, spent more than 
was used in connection with, the 
carriers. The war department's to- 
tal, the reco shows, was $1,- 
611,000,000, nst $1,037,000,000 
for the railroads.

$23,677. Of this amount, approxi- 
mately $163,000,000 has been ad- 
vanced since November 15, 1919 un- 
der credits previously established to 
five foreign governments. Of this, 
France received $110,000,000; Italy 
$20,416,000; Greece, $15,000,000; Bel- 
gium, $10,469,000, and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, $8,566,000. 

The treasury has yet reached no 
determination as to the form which 
the obligations of the foreign gov- 
ernments will take, Mr. Housten 
says, but he recommends they be 
allowed to extend until June, 1947, 
at which they must be paid under 
existing law. The foreign govern- 
ments, the secretary says, should 
be given every advantage to pre- 
pare for the payment by whatever 
arrangements they deem best suited 
to their individual requirements. 


Cost of the War 
ToAmericaFixed 


$24,010,000,000 


Washington, December 8. --— The 
net cost of the war to the A'uerli- 
can povernment was [fixeu by Sec- 


retary Houston today at $24,010,- 
000,000. This, he said, represented 
the “adjusted” expenditure of the 
treasury, excluding all other outlay, 
which had .no relation to the ac- 
tual prosecution of the war during 
the period from April 6, 1917, to 
June 30, last, which he said, covered 
the extremes. of the government's 
war-time fiscal operations. 

Total expenditures by the gov- 

ernment during the period covered, 
excepting only postal disbursements 
from postal revenues, were $38,- 
$30,812,895, treasury figures showed. 
Of this amount, $16,078,844,097 was 
obtained in taxes and revenue from 
sources other than borrowed money. 
Mr. Ficuston said a deduction of 
$9,623,006,000, the amount loaned to 
foreign governments, should be 
nade for the grand total since these 
Icans will be repaid and c)nse- 
quently cannot be charged as an 
actual expenditure.

FIGHT OF FARMERS 
IN SENATE FRIDAY 


Move for Revival of War 
Finance Corporation 
Be Brought Up at Tha 
Time—Flood of Relief 
Bills. 


Washington, December 8.—Propo- 
nents of legislation to revive the 
war finance corporation and there- 
by afford relief to farmers con- 
fronted by falling prices, plan to 
call up their measure in the senate 
Friday and ask for its immediate 
passage. Senator Gronna, réepub-. 
lican, North Dakota, in charge of the 
resolution, gave this notice today in 
asking that the senate let the mat- 
ter go over until] the later date. 

Supporters of the proposed legis- 
lation said they had received as- 
surances that senate leaders would 
ont oppose the measure, which can 
be brought before the senate either 
by unanimous consent or by ma- 
jority vote. 

While farm relief legislation was 
being temporarily postponed in the 
senate, the flood of bills to extend 
relief to the farmers continued in 
the house. Among various meas- 
ures was a bill py Representative 
Strong, republican, of Kansas, to di- 
rect the committee on banking and 
currency to investigate what legis- 
lation would be necesary to permit 
“the proper financing’ of farmers 
and stock-raisers. 

Bill by Georgian. 


Representative Lee, democrat, of 
Georgia, put in a bill authorizing 
the federal reserve board to take 
action necessary to extend liberal 
credits to cotton farmers, while 
Representative Baer, republican, 
North Dakota, _ reintroduced his 
measure which would prohibit gam- 
bling in foodstufs and speculation 
in stocks and bonds. Representa- 
tive Caraway, democrat, of Arkan- 
sas, offered a bill to prevent the 
sale of cotton and grain in futures 
markets, 

Printing of testimony taken in 
hearings before the agricultural 
committee was ordered rushed-to 
completion today so as to be in the 
hands of senators when the meas- 
ures come up. The committee re- 
sumed its hearings with a view to 
framing additional relief measures, 
and was told by Virginia and North 
Carolina tobacco growers that they 
were in the same plight as the 
other agricultural interests. Other 
tobacco men will be heard tomor- 
row, and Friday the wool growers 
from the west will present their 
difficulties. 

Urges German Credit. 

W. W. Brauer, another witness, 
who claimed to represent the Ger- 
man government, urged the exten- 
sion of a billion-dollar credit to 
Germany for the purchase of. food- 
stuffs and raw materials from 
America. He said that under the 
Versailles treaty, Germany, in 
agreement with the allies, could 
make such a credit a first-mort- 
gage and give it priority over 
al lreparation claims. 

Conversations have already been 
carried on between Germany and 
England, Italy and Belgium, with 
the purpose of securing such per- 
mission, Mr. Brauer said. Members 
of the committee, however, told 
Mr. 3raeur they did not believe 
congress would yote such extension 
of credit to Germany, and he then 
suggested that it might be arranged 
through the war finance corporation.

He spoke with 
deep feeling of his great apprecia- 
tion of the training which he has 
received at Mercer and told of his 
plans to go back to his beloved 
motherland and preach in Rome as 
did Paul of old. Mr. Teresi said 
that there is no place in the world 
which holds out such a@ great op- 
portunity to the Baptist people as 
this capital city of the Italian em- 
ire, 

Rev. J. C. Williams, a chaplain of 
the lost battalion, and now a stu- 
dent at Mercer from Tennessee, 
proved one of the most eloquent 
speakers who has been heard during 
the convention. He had experience 
in the front line trenches during 
the great encounter with Germany,

The report on education was read 
by T. E. Ryals, a prominent lawyer 
of Macon. He spoke on the report 
and made a telling argument for the 
work of the Baptist schools and 
colleges. 

Dr. Weaver Appointed. 

The most significant recommen- 
dation of the comnfittee was the ap- 
pointment of Dr. Weaver as chan- 
cellor of the Baptist schools and 
colleges of the denomination in 
this state. This is in reality the 
same function as anticipated in the 
office which was created by the 
convention last year and called the 
superintendency of the schools and 
coleman of the system. This term, 
regarded by the committee as more 
nearly in keeping with educational 
phases was urged and the report 
was adopted. ® 

At the night session two great 
Paptist preachers were heard on 
themes which are uppermost in the 
minds of Georgia 3aptists, Dr. 
George W. McDaniel, pastor of the 
First Baptist church, of Richmond, 
Va., spoke of the by-products of the 
75 million campaign. He is one of 
the really great speakers of the 
Southern Baptist convention and his 
address carried to the last man and 
woman in the audience. 

Dr. Allen Fort, pastor of the First 
Baptist church, of Nashville, Tenn., 
spoke of the great challenge of the 
world to Christian people and made 
a stirring appeal for an awakened 
sense of the responsibility of the 
churches of Christ to the lost men 
and women of the earth. 

The address of Dr. McDaniel was 
the expression of a great religious 
statesman tempered by the prin- 
ciples of Christianity; that-of Dr. 
Fort, the impassioned appeal of an 
evangelist adapted to a group ol 
Christian people.

Several other amendments are to be 
offered, according to the advance 
announcement sent out by the es- 
sociation and it looks like the meet 
ing down at the Uuiversity of Flor- 
ida will be one long-remembered as 
a maker of history. 

The matter of restricting first- 
year men from varsity athletics is 
not a new wrinkle in the south by 
adny means and has been agitated 
by a number of the southern col- 
leges for years. 

Second Amendment 


But there is a second amendment 
that comés up that sort of check- 
mates this one and there is very lit- 
tle possibility of them both passing. 
The second “limits a man to Parti- 
cipation in intercollegiate athletics 
to four calendar years, not neces- 
sarily consecutive, and defines. a 
year as participation in any or all 
athletic seasons of the college. The 
hitch here is that if a man plays his 
first athletic in football, say, of the

years to play, thus limiting a man’s 
work in any other sport to three 
seasons all told. 

While the Tech officials are heart- 
ily in favor of a rule containing the 
one-year clause for football, they 
are not especially advocating one for 
all sports. In fact, a suggestion 
made by Dr. Crenshaw himself to 
the executive cammittee of the S. 
I. A. A. reads that the one-year res- 
idence rule be made a requisite for 
men participating in varsity games 
of fOotball, with absolutely no men- 
tio being made of other sports. 

The chances of a split in the 
ranks of the S. I. A. A. 4s the out- 
growth of the feeling” that the 
smaller colleges can not be govern- 
ed by the same rules and regulations 
applying to the larger ones. In the 
association there are now exactly 
29 teams, 
about 10 or 12 that might be ranked 
as major institutions. 

The question of prime importance 
to all college athletes just now is 
the amendment proposed to prohibit 
summer baseball again. Dr. Cren- 
shaw’s chief objection to summer 
baseball is that such leagues as the 
Million Dollar league and others of 
this state and neighboring states 
brings the college baseball player 
into too much publicity and throws 
him more into the _ professional 
class. 

The Tech baseball team is up in 
arme against the rule and have es- 
pecially urged Coach Alec to talk it 
down with all his power at the 
meeting tomorrow and Saturday. 
Such men as Red Barren, Soc In- 
gram, Bevo Webb, Eddie Morgan, 
Frank Asbury, Dan O’Leary, Esau 
Settle, and a whole host of others 
have played summer baseball for 
several years and have edopted 
this as a means of meeting their 
current expenses of the college 
year.

Advances, however, 
were soon more than wiped out 
through enlargement of selling 
pressure and through opinions that 


urgent foreign buying in the United | 


States was nearly ended. Removal 
of hedges on Canadian wheat taken 
by the British royal commission 
tended to lift prices later, as did 
talk of placing an immediate em- 
bargo on Wheat imports into this 
country. Nevertheless, gains fail- 
ed to last. It was nearly nightfall 
before estimates were cut, putting 
European buying of doméstic wheat 
at 1,500,000 bushels, and of rye at 
400,000 bushels.

‘Free Short Course

For Georgia Farmers 
Planned for Athens 


Arrangement for another free 
short course for farmers which 
proved so popular and beneficial 
has. been announced by 
the Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture, at Athens. The course will 
extend over a esvesday period from 
\January 24 to 29. 

Last year instructions was im- 
parted principajly through the me- 
dium of lectures, but this year. the 
farmer students will be taught al- 
most wholly by means of actual 
demonstrations. They will be shown 
how to fight the boll weevil with 
calcium arsenate and other meth- 
ods of eradicating the pest. Sprays 
and dusters of various types will 
be on exhibition and they will be 
instructed in their use. They will 
also receive instruction in the best 
manner of pruning and spraying 
fruit trees. 

New and economical methods of 
killing and preparing meats will be 
demonstrated. Finishing and judg- 
ing hogs and cattle will he a part 
of the course: One of the features 
of the school will be a series of 
marketing conferences to study the 
question of how to market at the best 
advantage.
